From  Adowa  the  Italian.'^  will 
probably  move  on  to  Aksuin  and  the  neighbovinii 
fHlages.  ttt  that- neighborhood,  according  to  re- 
ports, the  Ethiopians  have  35,000  troop.s  The 
opening  movements  of  the  Italians  In,  their  ud- 
vanea  from  Iritrea  are  hoi  HkelfHo-ba  strongly 
-i-flpposad— as  the  trrraln  admits;  of  the  usr  of 
Armored  cars  and  tanks,  and  the  £thioplan&can- 
Boi  sueeessfuUy  <vpo8e  these  modem  Inventions. 

Thus  the  Italians  would  appear  to  have  fairly 
easy  going  for  some  eighty  to  one  hundred  miles 
from  the  Erltrean  border.  At  Oondar  the  first 
serious  opposition  will  bo  encountered,  for  In  that 
Vicinity  the  Cthloplans  have  50,000  men  under  the 
command  of  Ras  Kassa,  Oov»-nor  of  Salale.  These 
troops  are  among  the  best  armed  of  the  Ethiopian 
forces  and  will  probably  Join  Is.siie  with  tiie 
Italians  in  the  first  m^Jor  battle  of  the  campaign. 

There  Is  no  certain  knowladga  of  the  number 
of  troops  the  Italians  have  available  for  their 
campaign  across  the  Eritrean  border.  A  few 
wwU  ago  the  number  was  placed  at  100.000.  6o 
far  there  Is  no  Information  of  an  authentic  char- 
acter of  the  Itahan  advance  from  the  Somallland 
side.  Such  a  movement  of  troops  wtB  logleaUy 
follow  the  advance  on  Adowa.  In  the  south  the 
Italians,  under  General  Orazlani,  have  100,000 
troops  at  their  disposal,  of  whom  about  half  are 
Italians  and  half  native  levle.s.  The  offensive 
from  that  side  would  be  directed  against  Oerlo- 
gttbl,  Rarradiguit,  and  eventually  Johiga  and 
Harar. 

Interest  In  the  East  AfrieaB  war  will  alternate 
between  Ethiopia  and  Oeneva  for  the  next  few 
days.  Matters  have  proceeded  too  far  to  believe 
that  Italy  would  suspend  hostilltle.s  until  a  decl- 
alon  is  reached  of  what  action  will  be  talicn  by 
the  League  Council.  The  probability  Is  Italy  will 
pursue. her  Invasion  relontics.sly  oner  havln'r  ad- 
vanced into  Ethiopia.
